CONTENTION, 


The Tu=oarora Times-Keview bowls as 


follows. 


The Carson Tribrne and some other 


papers in the State are urging the calling oi 
a Constitotionul Convention, amatterupoo 
which the people of the State will be called 
npon io vote at the next general election. 
The Times-Review has for the last twelve 
rears advocated a convention for the re- 
vision of the State Constitution, and has 
printed column after column of reasons for 
the necessity for such changes in that most 
nnwieldly and incongruous instrument as 
experience proves cannot be effected by 
amendments submitted to 
the 
people 


through the medium of the State Legisla- 
ture. The present instrument was adopted 
during the flush and booming times in Ne 
vada and when there was every reason to 
believe that the population and revenue 
resources would increase tenfold within 
the succeeding decade of years. Instead 
of that, both have decreased more than 
one half, and nearly all of the conditions 
acd circumstancss for which oar funda- 
mental law was designed to fit, have long 
ceased to exist. It is impossible under 
the present constitutional restrictions for 
the Legislature to institute such reforms 
n State, connty and municipal expend! 
tars, as meet the requirements of the 
limes in the abolishment of official sinecures 
md other leaks in the public treasuries 
Every bill which is introduced relating 
ta some special county has to be made gen- 
sral in its provisions, and the cironmlo 
intion necessary to make it apply only to 
the section for which it is intended fre- 
quently results in such a muddle as to de- 
'aat the end for which the legislation was 
lesigned. Onr judicial system is twice as 
:ostly as it should ba or us there is any 
necessity 
for. The 
four 
District 


lodges 
could 
easily 
perform 
the 


duties now discharged by the Justicas 
af the Supreme Court, and which wonld 
result in a saving to the people of the 
State of $18,000 a year. Three Jndgea 
perform these duties in Territories of four 
lioaea the population of Nevada, and at less 
lhan half of the salaries received by our 
Supreme or District Judges. There are 
hundreds of reasons why a Constitutional 
Convention should be called, while DOC a 
single one can be urged against it except 
is expense The Times-Beview has shown 
heretofore that the saving to the State in a 
single year under a constitution adapted to 
he times and present conditions would 
sore than oover the cost of holding a oon- 
rention, consequently the expense argu 
ment is not entitled to a moment's serious 
sonslderation. 
Probably at least nine- 


enihs ot the voters of the State are in 
avor of holding a convention, bat the diffi- 
sulty IB to g"t them to vote upon it. It 
equires a majority of all of the votes oast 
o carry, which practically makes every 
slank a negative ballot. That was what 
JefeateOi it when the question was snbm\t- 
.ed to the people a few years ago. The 
lallots in newly all of the counties werr 
printed with the space left blank after the 
irnrds "For a Constitutional Convention,"

A measure of protection. Free tra.de meant 
unrestricted competition; unrestricted com 
petition meant cheap goods; competition in 
cheap gooda meant cheap labor; competi- 
tion in cheap labor meant cheap flesh and 
blood; competition in cheap floih and 
blood waq slavery. In this race for cheap- 
ness the Republican party did not propose 
to enter. In the last campaign the two 
parties had gone before the people with 
their respective theories'o'n tariff legisla- 
tion and the verdict rendered in favor of 
the Republican theory was so pronounced 
A3 to wrest the Presidency and the popular 
branch of Congress from the Democratic 
party. In tbo measure now pending the 
Committee on Ways and Means Eonght to 
exeoota the popular verdict and cryntalizs 
it into a law. The Demociatic party was 
again going before the people with an 
appeal that they reverse their verdict. 


MoMillen, of Tennessee, who followed, 


replied to this by saying thai at the last 
election (here was n popular majority ol 
one hundred thousand for the Democratic 
candidate. This provoked a political till 
between Jlillikea and McMillen which 
lasted some time.

The only 
way to determine the effect of any legisla- 
tive meunre is to try it, and I say it very 
frankly that nothing Itss will be satisfac- 
tory to me. Bat w« may not be able to ob- 
tain so broad a measure. There are many 
people in the East who are inclined to be 
friendly to silver, bit still shrink from free 
coinage. 
They have, imbibed the notion 


that it is dangerous, and that something in 
the way of limitation is neeeasarj, Many 
of them incline to the view that the issu- 
ance of notes npon bullion ia preferable to 
actual coinage, and as a result we may be 
driven ioto a compromise. 
In Novada. 


where everybody is in favor of coinage 
•without limit, it is difficult to understand 
that anybody oan be honestly opposed to 
it. But there are many honest people who 
are no knowledge ol the philosophy of the 
nestion, and who are too deeply immersed 
n their own affairs to study it. 
When I 


ay to them that free ooijage is a sound 
nanoial proposition, they will look snspi- 
ious, smile incredulously and reply: 
Why, of coarse you want free coinage; 
on are looking {or a market for your sil- 
er," and frequently that is the extent of 
heir knowledge of the question. That is a 
rejudicB which we have to meet and oom- 


at every stage of the contest. There 
anon a diversity of sentiment among 


he members oi the Coinage Committee 
lat a clean cat satisfactory bill could never 
ave been reported. 
'We have amended 


"'Windom bill" in such manner as to 


make it very mnoh bttter than the original 


raft, and in fact, quite a step in favor of 
Jver. Bat the whole committee feel that 
here was a very general demand for legis- 
ation on (he subject, and that some bill 
ad to be reported, in order that the mat- 
er might be fairly brought before the 
[onse. 
Therefore the bill has been re- 


orted pro forma with leave to each mem- 
er to proposa any amendment or snbsti- 
ute which he may desire to offer In the 
louse, Bland and Williams have made a 
minority report In favor of free coinage, 
'hers wera special reasons why I should 
otsign that report. But there are no fewer 
ian five straight free coinage men on that 
ommittee, and if the sentiment of the 
[onse is in favor of free coinage that ie 
he kind of a bill we will pass. We hop* 
7 get the matter before the House one 
reek from-to-day, and after a careful sur- 
ey of tha situation I feel very much en- 
ouraged. We can get nothing worse than 
a bill which will absorb our entire product 
)! silver, and we may get something better. 
Anything less than free coinage will bo a 
preatdisappointment to me; but neverthe- 
esa I want legislation, practical, anbstan- 


legialation—and I propose to take jast 


li that I can get. It would be the bight of 
absurdity for us to refuse a substantial ad 
vantage, because we cannot get all that we 
want. 


Your illustrations from the monetary sit- 


uation m France are clear .and strong. 
-h« experience of France furnishes an un- 
answerable argument in favor of free ooin- 
iga, and I shall use it with all{the_ ability 
I possess.
